Not Only for Present Needs, but for Future, One 
of Problems of the Day. 

Washington. D. C., Jul.v 8. — The task of supply- 
ing mounts for I'lU-le Sant’s tnaeiers is one of the 
pnihlenis of tlie da.v. It is not aloue a matter of 
>‘upii!ying a siiffii-ieiit iiumher of remounts for the 
eav:ilr.v are of the si-rvic-e for pn-seiit day needs. 
Tin- •piestioii < 1 f a re.s<'rve of the proper tyi>e Kii- 
the fiitiin- hulks large iii the foreground. 'Coloiiel 
Ji>hu S. Fair of Hie (Juartermaster Coriis has this 
most imiKirtaiit w<irk in hand for the Federal gov- 
ernment. C<doiicl Fair is in intimate toiieh witli 
Inirsa- eoiulitioiis throughout the I’nited St.-ites. an] 
no man siieaks with greater knowledge of the 
•■ountry’s needs in the matter of riding Imrse tyiie. 
He realiz<-s that it is from the «|uiek. active faiui- 
lies of which the thoroughbred, standard bred and 
Morgan are i-epreseiita lives, that the remount supply 
must lx‘ drawn. Colonel Fair’s ]ilea for an aeeel 
crated eampaigii of remouut prodm-tion should i-arr.v 
w<-ight with breeders in every part of tlie Union 
and make tln-iii <-ager to assist the government. 

“I think.” said he today, “that we were all 
Ix-guiled into a fe<-liiig of security by the ci'nsns of 
J91«. whicli aniionnced that then* were 22.000,000 
horses in the United States. It was not until we 
were at war onrs«-lves that the fact struck liome 
that a large iiroiHirtion of these were draught hre«-ds 
iind that cavalry remount material was exceedingly 
scarce. Tratisixirt and gun horses we have in abntid- 
ance, tlninks to the iniiiortatiou of l*ereheron and 
other drjinght bn-eds, hut in the matter of the 
rilling horse .-limless ami piir|K»seless breeding on.- 
side of a few regions has reduced our standard to 
me«li<x-rit.v. There h.".s not been that systematic- 
effort in liorsi- prodm-tion wliieli is a feature of 
the e<-oiioinii- development of most fon-ign govern- 
ments. imtaldy that of Fra:iee. wliieh is generally 
re<-ognized as a model for the woibl. The only 
helpful influence 1 know of that has Im-cii constant 
is that exercised by the- br»*eding bureau of the 
JcM-key Club in New York State and a similar or- 
ganization on more restricted lines in Kentucky. 

FAVORS PERPETUATION OF THOROUGHBRED. 

“The onl.v light liorst* familit-s.” rc-sumed Col. 
Fair, “that have liecn iirodiic«“d systematically in 
the Cniti-d Statc-s for a spccifi<- pnrixisc arc the 
tlioronghhn-d or standard-hred trotter and these 
have Ikh-ii develoiHal for racing puritosi-s. It is for 
tnnate for this eminti-y that this should have 1 m-<-ii 
done, .i.-i t!»-se animals furnish an admirable foiiii 
dation u|Hjn wliieli t<i tiiiild oiir war horse striietnre. 
Itotli have Ixx-n hroiight to their high state of iH-r- 
feetion tlirough t-.rec-ding and raeiug tests and in 
the proc-ess of evolnthm through which they have 
Iiassed, the weak have fallen by the wayside. 
Nature in ever.v breeding venture- gives a certain 
pro|s)rtion of failnrc-s. 'These trials of speed have 
ilevelo]H-il the heart and lung power of the animals 
taking part in thi-m. We will, therefore, not have 
to hr<-<-il those <|militic-s into the ruling liorsc- of the 
future if we follow the lines whieli sm-<-ess has 
hlazeil for onr gnidaiu-e. I am tlu-refore grc-atl.v 
in favor of the hre<-ding aetivitu-s for the iiro- 
dnetiiin of the thoroughhreil, as this is the line 
iiixin which we lioiie to build a type of cavalry 
horst-. 

“Of the foreign nations now at war.” rc-snnied 
Col. Fair. “England w.-.s the only eonntr.v that hail 
not a well groiind<-<l plan for cavalry remount pro- 
.Incticm. Her tr<K»iK-rs were horsed largel.v from the 
r.i<-(-conrs<-s and tin- hunting field and these fur- 
iiislu-il the 170.(NKI lu-jiil in the •-m«-rgeiu-y following 
Hie nioblization. Toilay. tlirongli tlie genemsity of 
C<d. Hall Walker, she has her own breeding studs 
imih-r the eontrol of an exiu-rt and :i P.ritish offi- 
!s-r t<dd me a few days ago, that the work was 
progn-ssing famousl.v. The sires whieb are expected 
to keep up the high stamlani of exc-cdlenee uinst 
Iirove their riglit to reproduce themselves. Tliev 
are testi-d for sih-<-« 1. courage, soundness and liot- 
tom. Tills is tin- same metluMl which is in vogue 
in France anil other C’ontinental eoiintries. 

“Thi-re sc-enis to lie an i<h-a in some portions of 
the Cnited .States that mares cannot lie worke-1 
prior to inothcrhocHl ami for some tinii- aftt-r I hi- foals 
have liei-n Ixirii. Visitors to Franei- and rural Eng- 
lanii find c-olts fidlowiag their dams alsait the 
fields as tlie iiiatroiis help to till Hie soil or garni r 
the h:irv(‘st. Mixlerate work is iK-nefieial for motlier 
and offsjiring. 

“Aiiothir matter niK>n which the farmer should 
lie eiilighteiieil is that Iirecoliiig o]M-ratioiis may be 
carried into the antnmii. wlieii most of the year’s 
work has lu-eu <-om-lnd»-d. If moHier and foal are 
well iiutnrcd and warmly housed, growth will be 
rapid and in some instaiii-es as yearlings, Hiere will 
•*|- little difft-reiic-e tn-tween late and early foals. 
When onr cavalry n-gimeiits return from iivei-seas 
they uill have to Ik- rehorsed. 'The lirec-ding of 
cavalry remounts, therefore, is a matter of patriotic 
endeavor and every man who has a lu.-ire of the 
proper type should regard it ;is a duty to mate her 
this year. I niiderstiiiid that the New York State 
Coiistabnlar.v is doing .vm-niaii servh-e in this resiM-et 
■•ind that horse lirei-diiig in the Empire State h: s 
hei-n greatly stimulated thiough its eo-oiK-ratioii 
with the farmers. 

MARES OF PRICELESS VALUE. 

“E.irly in the war. when Kiissia made her great 
offensive jind iK-iu-trated East Prussia,” said Col. 
Eair in t-onelusion, “the announi-<>inont was made 
that Herinany deplored the loss of 20.IKKI ehoii-e 
mares fi-oni one of its most famous hreeiling studs 
more than any other misfortune eoiineeled with the 
ejimpaign. I am reaiiy to siihsi-rilK- to the seuti- 
nii-nt that such :i nnnilH-r of the proper tvpe of 
man- would N- invaliiahle to us today. To Ce'rmany 
whose horse wastage is greater than that of iuiv 
other i-ountry. they would Ik- prii-eless. It is nior’e 
diffienlt to old.-iin good mares than stallions. The 
Joi-key Club, its ehairnian. Major August lielmout 
F. .Vmhrose Chirk. Henry ’T. Hxnard and man.v 
others have don.-ited or loaned to the government for 
a ti-rni of .vears horses of the type to hem-fit the 
movement.” 

I-ieiit.-Col. M. C. Itristol is another member of 
till- government’s ri’inonnt housi-holil who is a Ik*- 
lii-ver in thoroughhreil hliKid in the troi>iH*r’s mount. 
Col. itristol has had much to do with the si-lectio:l 
of the stallions which arc to bi- nsi-il at Hu- bn-edin.g 
stations which have Ik-i-ii inaugurated at Front 
lioyal, Va., and Forts Ueno and Ki-ogh in Okla- 
homa and Montana n-siM-ctivcly. He and thos'- 
workiiig under his suiK-rvision have iK-eu extreniel.v 
careful in making Hn-ir selections. No unsound or 
had ti-iiiiiered auiiiiiils have Ik-i-ii aeeepti-d. and 
whenever a horse was found with a goiKl racing 
ri-eord he was pn-ferred to another of equal merit 
in all other resiK-cts. New Yorkers had an op|M>r- 
tnnit.v during the n-ei-ut Itelmont Park meeting to 
see some of them when Liglit Arms, Saratoga, Uoly. 
-Veiiievement and other horses donated by the Jockey 
CliiiCs lii-ei-ding Imreau and individuals were oxhibit- 
•sl on the streteh. 

Ill disi-nssing the govi-nimeut’s remount plan in 
gi-ni-nil. Colonel Itristol said: 

“There was a disposition at first on the ji.-irt of 
^iiiie to think that we wen* engaging in the hreed- 
ing hnsiiiess in oiiiMisitiou to the fanner. Nothing 
eoiild lx- further from the truth. We liave no di-sin- 
ti> antagonize the farmer in Ids hri-ixling ventures, 
-'s a matter of fact, we are laying the fouuilalion 
lor a plan wliieli will be ot luiivlU bvuvtit to Uie 



Guickstep Handicap and Cincinnati Trophy Conclud- 
ing Stake Features of "Wonderful Meeting. 

Cini-innati. <)., July 8. — The final wii-k of th-3 
Kentneky spring and snmmi-r racing ri-asoii is at 
hand and tin- !iorsi-mi-ii who have Ix-i-n riti-iiig at 
Igitoiiia since Hn- middle of June an> either prepar- 
ing to move east after next Satnrihiy, or to take 
things easy for a few weeks until the time rolls 
around for the fall i-amiiaigiiing of their stables. 
Some I,f the more pri-teiitions i-stahlishinents are 
planning to make their enstomar.v summer eam- 
paign :it the Empire City and Saratoga tracks, at 
each of whii-h racing eenters the Keatneky i-oiiHii- 
gf-nt usually makes a n-six-i-tahle showing' in eom- 
pi-titioii with the Idg stahles of the east. A few 
of the i-heaix-r class of horses will go west for the 
Cheyenne and Ueno mm-tiiigs and still others of this 
class will find some emidoyint-nt in l■onnel■tioll with 
the racing that is i-oming to lx- a i-oimlar feature 
of the fairs that are held in Kentneky and adjoin 
ing states during the summer. 

The snsix-nsioii of Canadian racing for Hie ix-riod 
of the war has rohlx-d western horsemen of one of 
their most fertile summer fields of ai-tion and will 
result in more stahb-s remaining in Kentneky during 
the summer, than is usually the i-a.se. When (’aim- 
dian raiiiig was in iirogress. it was i-onvenient and 
tempting for Kentneky owners to participate in Hie 
sjKirt at Windsor, es|x-i daily, and some of the 
stal'les from this sei-tion made it a pi-ai-tii-i- of 
patroniziag the Canadian i-ircnit as far east ns 
Fort Erie ami Hamilton in the interim bi-tweeii the 
spring and fiill raeing seasons in Ki-ntni-ky. 

Till- closing week of the season o|n-us with tln- 
prosjx-ct of more spiritiil i-omiK-titiun among the 
mym-rs of rai ing stables, than at an.v previous time. 
When Hie end of the mix-tiiig approaches, ever.vbody 
-ipiK-ars to lx- possessed witli a desin; to raee his 
horses as freiiui-ntl.v as possible and large fields 
prevail as one result of the general desire to make 
the most of the few remaining upiKirtunities to 
race.
